GAR. 3W(E).— ^In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1), read with clause (a) of sub-section (2). of 
section 32 of the Jute Companies (Nationalisation) Act, 1980 
(62 of 1980), the Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules, namely ;— 

1. Short title and commencemenL— (1) These rules mayjte 
celled the Jute (Companies Nationalisation (Intimation regarding 
Mortgage Charge, Lien or other Interest in any property) 
Rules, 1981. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—^In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires,— 

U) ‘Act’ means the Jute Companies (Nationalisation) Act 
1980 (62 of 1980) ; 

(b) aU other words and expressions used in these ruies 
and not defined but defined in the Jute Companies 
(Nationalisation) Act, 1980 (62 of 1980), shall have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in that 
Act. 

3. Time limit foi intimation.—^Every mortgagee of any 
property which has vested under the Act in the Central 
Government and every person holding any charge, lien or 
other interest in, or in relation to, any such property shall 
f[ivc an intimation of such mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest to the Commissioner within a period of thirty days 
from such dale, as may be specified by the Central Govern¬ 
ment under section 17. 

Provided that if the Commissioner is satisfied that such 
rriortgagec or person was prevented by sufficient cause from 
giving that intimation within the said period of thirty days, 
he may accept the intimation within a further pciiod irf thirty 
days, after lecording reasons therefor in w^ting, but not 
thCTeafter. 

4. Manner ct intimation.—(1) Every intimation to be given 
to the Commissioner under rule 3 shall be in writing addre.ssed 
to the Commissioner, and shall contain the follow ing particu¬ 
lars namely :— 

(a) name, description and full address of fbe inotKtagec 
or the person bedding charM, lien or other iutereet 
in, or in relation to any such property; 

(b) name of the undertaking in respect oC which the 
intimation is made : 

(c) amount due under the mortgage, charge, lien or other 
interest (in Indian currency); 

(d) particulars of the instrument, if any, by which the 
mortgage, charge, lien or other interest is secured, 
supported by an attested copy of the instrumem ; 

(e) amount, if any, already received with particulars ; 

(D any other relevant particulars; and 

(g) relief claimed. 

(2) Every intimation shall be duly signed and verified by 
the mortsagec, or the person holding the charge, lien or other 
interest or a person duly authorised uy him. 

(3) An intimation may bo filed in the Office of the (^m- 
missioner of Payments, Chartered Bank Buliding, 4-Nctaji 
Subhas Road, Calcutta-700001, on any working day during 
office hours or may be sent to the Office of the Commissioner 
by registered post, with acknowledgment due.
